THE BRITISH FLEET. 
EXTRAORDINARY PRECAUTIONS.

A BOLD DASH.

Lowpom Orricz or Taz Cuicaco TRrsung, 
Sasaspurnr Sracet, W. C., July 11.—The 
three-fold development of the Russian ad- 
vance gives countenance to thy view that the 
Russians intend to make a bold dash through 
the Schipka Pass, as a Basis for ulterior oper- 
ations against Adrian.ople.

DOM PEDRO OFFERING, BIG INDUCEMENTS TO 
GERMAN COLONISTS IN BULGARIA. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, July 11.—A cable dispatch to-day 
gave details of Turkish atrocities committed in 
the Dobrudeha after its evacuation by the Rus- 
sians. It was stated thatin a town named 
Balzer the Mayor had been killed in the presence 
of bis family, that several Protestants had been 
massacred, and the Protestant Church had 
been sacked. Yesterday half a dozen families 
from the town mentioned arrived im the steamer 
Gellert from Hamburg, on their way to Dakota 
and Iowa. Balzer was settled a century ago by 
emigrants from Prussia, attracted by the offer 
of land, dwellings, a voke of oxen to a family, 
and provisions for the first ix months on the 
part of the Russian Government. 

THE EMPEROR OF BRAZIL 

nas recently been offering similar inducements 
throughout Europe to emigrants to his Empire. 
He promises a free passage, provisions for six 
months, half of the cost of building a house, 
and 160 acres of land for $150. The Russian 
Government has met this by posting warn- 
ings in all the public offices 
and churches throughout the country 
against emigration to Brazil, and recommend- 
ing the United States in prefetence. The state- 
ments of the warning were looked upon with 
suspicion by the people because they emanated 
from the Government, but those who arrived 
yosterday received letters from friends here cor- 
roborating all the Government said. Some 
twenty families from Balzer have accepted Dom 
Pedro’s offer, and are now on their way to

4 GALLANT BUT UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT TO 
DESTROY A TURKISH STEAMER. 
Correspondence London Times. 
Grunesvo, June 22.—If Russia is not yet a high 
class naval power, she is using exactly the right 
means to become one. Two young men lie in the 
hospital at Giurgevo who have just performed a 
feat such as we should expect certainly from the 
English navy, but from none other. The accuracy 
of the detaile is unquestionable. For some time 
past considerable activity has prevailed at different 
parts of the Danube, and one of theni—it would 
be idle to conceal what the Turks know perfectly 
well—is near Parapan, where the river is full 
of islands each of which might cover the 
disembarkation and crossing of a force from the 
left to the right bank. One of these islands 
is called Mecka, and has the advantage of being 
nearer to the Roumanian tnan the Bulgarian bank, 
while itis only about thirteen miles up the river 
from Giurgevo. To interrupt the operations which 
the Turks discovered to be on foot there, the moni- 
tors and gunboats which lately failed to prevent 
the bridge- at Ibraila came up the river. 
The Russi tac are the same here as at other 
places. If they are particularily interested in a cer- 
tain part of the river, they endeavor to cut it of 
from the rest by means of „ and so work 
free of danger coming by water.

Skridloff besought his friend to remember 
how great was the danger, and that. while Russia 
contained many officers, she had bat few 
if any such artists. Not the fancy of the 
artist, however, but_the blood of the man was 
stirring the pulses of Vereschagin, who rapidly re- 
minded his friend of an old promise, and remained 
in the boat. Out sped the Schootka towards the 
gunboat, which tried to avoid her, poser. by put- 
ting on full speed and hugging the rkish shore 
where were some 400 Circassian riflemen scattered 
in skirmishing order, and firing rapidly and steadily 
at the Schoot The little boat was almost im- 
mediately struck, and its commander wounded.

Inspector Kimball, and finally Gov, Safford, of 
Arizona, took the same position. The superiors of 
Gen. Kautz defend bim stoutly, and cite his whole 
military career as an answer to all such charges as 
these now preferred. Agent Gum has resigned ef 
ms own accord. The controversy, however, has 
assumed sach propertions that it is likely Gen. 
Kautz wi!) ask to have it formally mvegtigated and 
settled by the War Department. :

looked-for retirement of bank-notes ? Many 
people have had an idea that there was an 
immense profit in the bank-note circulation, 
and that the banks were ‘“‘ coining money 
from gains on their issues. If that had 
been true, the banks would have increased 
their notes to the utmost, and outside capi- 
talists would have rushed into the banking- 
business. The notes have been withdrawn 
simply because under existing restrictions 
there was not sufficient profit in circulation 
to warrant locking up so much capital in 
bonds and redemption reserves as the law 
requires. A bank could only issue $90,000 
of notes upon a deposit of $100,000 bonds 
costing at least $112,000 in greenbacks to 
purchase them. And then the legal-tender 
reserves required to be kept in Washington, 
including that en route to and fro, will 
amount to at least $10,000 more. Then 
comes the tax of one per cent on the circula- 
tion, which abstracts from one-quar- 
ter to one-sixth of all the interest ro- 
ceived from the borrowers of the notes. 
If a bank could keep all its notes out on in- 
terest in the hands of solvent customers at 8 
per cent, the tax on circulation would still 
be nearly 13 per cent on what was received 
for interest ; but in the Eastern States, where 
most of the banks are located, the rate of 
interest is only 6 to 7 per cent, and a great 
deal of money is loaned on call at 2 to 4 per 
cent; and there are seasons of the year when 
a bank will have from 20 to 40 per cent of its 
notes or those of other banks (which amounts 
to the same thing) lying idle in its vaults for 
want of good customers to borrow the 
money. It may be safely stated that the 
Federal war-tax of 1 per cent on circulation, 
which is still exacted, equals one-quarter in 
the East to one-sixth in the West of the to- 
tal profit accruing to the banks from interest 
on their note circulation. : 

The long and short of the matter is, the 
banks, finding by experience that there 
is little or no advantage in note circulation, 
are gradually withdrawing their issues. 
This process will proceed with accelerated 
velocity as the time approaches for resump- 
tion in gold. The banks are not patriotic 
enough to keep out an issue of notes to be 
redeemed on demand in gold, with a tax of 
1 per cent thereon whether they are loaned 
or not, and bonds worth $112,000 locked up 
in Washington, besides enough gold to re- 
deem the notes as fast as presented, —all for 
the sake of having $90,000 of circulation to 
loan or keep idle. 

We have pointed out those handicapping 
restrictions to hare-brained resumptionists, 
but they persist in shutting their eyes to the 
facts. Every provision of the Resumption 
act, in effect, provides for contraction of the 
enrrency, and to making harder times certain 
to como upon the country. But the people 
will not submit to it. The next session of 
Congress must either provide a mode of, re- 
sumption without contraction, or repeal the 
act. | 


THE MONTENEGRIN CAMPAIGN. 

The Montenegrin campaign is over. . The 
brave mountaineers, after a desperate resist- 
ance, were crushed between the overwhelm- 
ing numbers of the Turkish armies, led by 
two of the best Generals in the service, and 
composed of the very flower of the Turkish 
soldiery. But Montenegro is still free. Her 
warriors are still in their mountain fast- 
nesses, upon the sides of which lie 15,000 
Turkish dead. Though driven back to their 
rocks and crags, they are still unconquered, and 
their ancient. enemy, through the demand 
of Austria on the one hand and the straits 
of the armies in Bulgaria on the other, has 
withdrawn, and is now slowly pursuing its 
way to the south of the Balkans to co-op- 
erate with the forces of the Quadrilateral. 

In reviewing the campaign from the out- 
set it will be seen that the Montenegrins, 
though defeated, have been of immense 
service to the Russians. At the very begin- 
ning of the outbreak in Herzegovina, 
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popular self-government, and the substitu- 

tion of a corrupt oligarchy for the more de- 
sirable forms and pr of monarchy 
which was abandoned in order to attain self- 
government. When there are indications 
that the majority of the people are desirous 
of ridding themselves of the party in power, 
then it becomes the duty of the official class 
under this rule to do what they can to defeat 
the will of the people.

THE INTERNAL COMMERCE OF THE 
UNITED STATES. 

In 1876 Congress directed that there shall 
be an annual statistical report made to Con- 
gress of information relative to the mternal 
commerce of the country. Mr. Joszrs 
Noms, Jr., Chief Clerk of the Internal 
Commerce Division of the Treasury, has just 
completed his first report under this law, 
from which we gather the following partic- 
ulars: — 


Estimated value of shipping en-

Estimated value of railroads in the 
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and swindling the people in the interest of 
themselves and their party, the members of 
the opposing party, numbering about half 
the people of the country, are paying about 
half their salaries. This leads up to the sec- 
ond proposition, viz.: That the expenses of 
the political party should be borne by the 
Official class. But, under this system, it is 
not the official class, but the taxpayers, who 
bear,the expenses, and the taxpayers of the 
opposing party have to share the expenses of 
maiftaining the ruling party in perpetuating 
their power. The rule of imposing upon 
the official class the expenses of the 
political campaigns naturally increases the 
number of officeholders, so that the taxpay- 
ers pay double what they ought to pay,— 
supporting enough men to do the necessary 
work of the Government and also enough to 
do the political work of the perty in power. 
But the bleeding of the taxpayer does not 
stop here. Government officeholders, as a 
rule, are not rich enough to afford the sacri- 
fice of their Government pay for party bene- 
fit, and the official salaries are ordinarily not 
large enough to divide. Hence the tempta- 
tion to steal. Who can doubt that the 
Whisky Ring took its origin in the practice 
of making assessments for party benefit? 
There was abundant testimony to that effect 
in the trials of the whisky thieves. Thus 
the Government has been swindled out of 
untold millions of revenue, and the burdens 
of the taxpayers increased in proportion, in 
a grand system of robbery founded 
in the first instance on the practice of party 
assessments. Many of the defalcations in 
the Government have grown out of the same 
practice; and it is this practice which has 
so familiarized the American people with the 
misuse of public funds that it is scarcely re. 
garded as a crime to steal trom the Govern- 
ment. 

It cannot be denied that all we have said 
is the logical sequence of the spoils system, 
which is very frankly and correctly stated in 
the extract from the Brooklyn Hagie. It is 
notoriously the Democratic construction of 
politica. ‘To the extent that the Republican 
party has followed it, there has been a bare 
imitation. The spoils system is a principle 
with the Democratic party; it is a fraud on 
the Republican party. President Harzs and 
his associates are making a heroic cffort to 
tear it out by the roots. We believe 
this effort will be continued faithfully 
throughout the present Administration. If 
this shall prove to be the case, the spoils sys- 
tem will be a conspicuous issue in the next 
Presidential campaign. If the Democrats 
think they can restore it, after it shall have 
been fairly broken, let them try it; we are 
also willing that all who now profess to be 
Republicans, but who are believers in the 
spoils system, shall go over to the Democrats 
and defend it before the people. What the 
country wants most of all is a party which 
has demonstrated a claim to popular con- 
fidence in its intention to abandon the spoils 
system, and we believe President Hares will 
place the Republican party in that position 
before the end of his term. If he shall suc- 
ceed in doing so, the American people will 
scarcely relapse into the vicious Democratic 
system, which will be openly fathered by 
opposing Republicanism of the Har 
stamp.

One chapter of the report embraces, so far 
as was practicable, a statement of freight 
which crossed the Mississippi River between 
St. Paul and St. Lonis over railroads and 
bridges and which passed down that river.

Before the Crimean War, Turkey did not 
borrow abroad. She had debts and deficits 
at home, the latter extending back as far as 
1850; but these were matters exclusively be- 
tween the Porte and its own subject.

The latest advices 
speak of the English meat trade as in a very dull, 
und even demoralized, condition, the poorer people 
not being able to buy meats, while the well-to- 
do classes are less enthusiastic with regard to the 
use of American meat than formerly.

We cannot, indeed, see the difference, an — 
ing, as we do, that men otherwise decent have engaged 
in corners, can only wonder at the debasi ullu- 
ence of speculation on ordiuary morality. This form of 
speculation is fraud, and while we allow the excessive 
diticulty of precuring evidence, we can de no 
why, when euch a case is proved, ita authors should not 
be punished fis bearvily as less artistic and less artful 
rogues. 

It cannot be that the grain and provision trade of 
this city requires the resorting to vractices such 
as are described above, for the fostering of its in- 
teresta. If so, it is a sad commentary upon the 
trade. 

Fraudulent devices. cenfidence and thimble- 
rigging games. better become bunko shops man 
Produee Erchanges, where men, styling them- 
selves merchants, mect to buy and sell. There is 
ane rather singular feature which presents itself 
in connection with the discussion of this question 
of corners which your readers cannot have failed 
to notice, and that is thie: Corners, as all weil 
tend to crush, break down, destroy; and 
yet, anomalous as it may seem, all of the argu- 
mente — at forth by the friends of these peste upon 
the body me reantile are based upon the great good 
whic h it is claimed they.ag¢omplish; upon their 
reculating tendency, or rather their safety- valve ac- 
tion: their holding trade within reasonable bounds; 
their checking short selling, when it is known that 
corners only exist by virtue of short selling, 
and that it & to the interest of parties engineering 
corners to induce all the short selling possiife, and 
„cover as many short sellers as possible. 

There ie no power upon earth outside of the 
sellers of property to prevent any party from cor- 
nering a market, so long as short selling is in- 
dulged in. The Board of Trade cannot prevent it; 
neither can the courts. But what they can do is 
this: they can check or lessen the injury or evil 
which they do in this way. They can step in and 
regulate the tittle matter of damage between buyer 
and seller upon aefaulted contracts. This does 
not prevent parties from cornering a market, but 
it lessens the inducement for them te er it.

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THE CURRENCY. 


GODKIN AND WELLS ON THE su- 
VER QUESTION, 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cmcaco, July 11.—Mr. Godkin, of the New 
York Nation, and Mr. Wells, political economist. 
have both given their views to the world upon the 
remonetization of silver. Both are against it. 

Godkin, In his impndent and arrogant manner, 
bat with ignorance as striking as his impudence, 
puts it all in a nutshell, as he thinks, when he 
says: Those who favor remenetization are per- 
sons who look upon money merely as an inetru- 
ment of exchange,—not, as it is, @ standard and 


measure of value. 

But the beauty of it 8, that Mr. Godkin cannot 
quote a single political economist of note who will 
say that money is.a standard of value, or a meas- 
ure of value. They ali say that it neither meas- 
ures values nor represents values. I quote from 
Say, an old writer, and from Perry, a new, in con- 


firmation of my position. 

J. B. gay says that coin, whatever its material, 
is a commodity, whose value is variable, like that 
of commodities in general. It is more valnabie 
when it will purchase a large quantity of commod- 
ities, and lese when it will purchase a smaller. 
„It bas never, he says, deen pretended that 
money is the measure of all things; itis not even 
the measure of values; and its value cannot be 
made invariable.” (See American edition of Say's 


Political Economy, page 244. ) 

Says Perry (Elements of Political Economy, 
page 227): No one can show anything different 
in the value of money, either in respect to the way 
in which it arises or the laws which control it, from 
the value of any other commodity, excepting only 
the difference already pointed out: that money, by 
the usages of society, has a generalized instead ofa 
specific purchasing power. Itis all false to speak 
of gold and silver money as the representative of 
value. It represents nothing but itself. It will 


buy other things certainly, and so will a bushel of 
wheat.” 

The above are a sufficient answer to Mr. Godkin, 
While they leave money what it really is, an in- 
strument of exchange, & commodity, subject to 
the fluctuations of the other commodities it ex- 
changes. Not only so, but, if it be true that mon- 
éy is simply a commodity, the laws of supply and 
demand, acting upon itself alone, must vary its 
value precisely as other commodities would be 
varied under similar circumstances, 

Now, what influences and instruments are there 
which may, on the one hand, enhance the value 
of money, and, on the other, depreciate the value 
of all ether property? They are the following: 

1. A decrease in the production of the and 
silver mines. 

2. A hoarding of coin, or paper money of the 
a in case of war, Or monetary panic, or 
st ny. 

3. A destruction of public or private credits, 
such as Government-notes, bank-notes, bank-ac- 
counts, mercantile notes, bills of exchange, real- 
estate notes and mortgages; in due, of all those 
methods of economizing money which actually ful- 
fili all the functions of money. 

Everything is really money which will exchange 
property. It is curious that this truth was foreed 
upon the financiers and merchants of Great Britain 
by such men a8 Daniel O'Connell, Sir Robert Peel, 
Mr. Horner, and Mr. Vansittart, in a Committee 
of the Commons, which subsequently made the 
celebrated’ Horner report, in 1810, ig report 
proved that the money—gold, silver, and r, in 
mass—of Great Britain wae all deprec ated t*- 
gether by the too great issue of paper; and that the 
only way to make the paper as valuable as the 
coin was to reduce the quantity of the former 
afloat. This wasdone. But the result was to ruin 
British trade and commerce, which did not fully 
revive until 1848, when the gold from the Ameri- 
can and Australian mines depreciated the 
valne of money, and app that of ali other 
proverty. 

Now what will depreciate the value of money. 
and, on the other hand, appreciate the value of all 
other property? The following influences and in- 
struments: 

1. An increase in the quantity of gold and silver 
extracted from the mines. 

2. A letting loose of hoarded coin or paper mon- 
ey, caused by returning confidence, or peace at 
home or abroad. 

3. An increase in the cirenlation of Government 
money, bank-notes, and ail the forms of private 
credit by which property is —— 7 The influ- 
ence of such money in enhancing or depressing 
vaines is precisely in proportion to their amounts 
as compared with coin. Sir John Lubbock puts 
their amounts used in a bighly-civilized country 
as 96% per cent of paper to 34% per cent of coin. 

Bearing in mind the above facts, I would ask this 
impudent Mr. Godkin what becomes of his theory 
of coined money being a standard of value, in the 
face of the fact that, if even it did measure values, 
its power todeso is but as three and a half to 
n which latter is the power 
of paper. 

And now let me come to Mr. Wells. Hie essay 
of over five columns of Tun Tunern is based x Ae 
the theory that the value of money depends solely 
upon the cost of its production. esays: But. 
as a matter of fact, no commodity-currency 
silver, copper. iron, or cadbages) of one kind can 
be relatively cheaper than one of another kind. 
The value of each will depend upon the amount of 
labor embodied in it, or that will be required to 
purchase it; and no legisiation can give it any 
other value. 

Mr. Wells is careful to put in the word com- 
modity-curreney. which, of course, exclodes all 
kinds of paper-money from his list of currency. 
But why exclade them? Because, if he admitted 
them, it would knock bis entire theory hicher than 
akite. Paper-money costs little or nothing to 
make it. But, as nearly half of the circulation of 
Europe is Government and bank paper- money. 
and fully 80 per cent of it paper-money of all 
kinda, inclading bills of exchange, etc., what be- 
comes of Mr. Wells’ theory that the value of 
money depends upon the cost of production? Why, 
John Stuart Mill says that not only Governments, 
but bankers, can make pou out of paper by 
simply calling them pounds. To be 
the more they make of them 
lesa, as a general thing, they are 
worth. But, in their fall, they bring down with 
them the value of the coin money. even if it be 
convertible into them: and this not ony in the 
countries in which they are issued, but in other 
countries also. Thus, add to the volume of paper- 
monev in America, and you decrease the purchas- 
ng pout of money in the world at large. 


r. Welle’ idea, that legislation does not give 
value to money, is absurd. Did not the monetiza- 
tion of silver give it additional value in Germany; 
and is not its demonetization cansing it to decline? 
And are not these legislative acts? The force of 
Government, and the credit of private individuals 
and banks, give value to mere pieces of paper. 
Are not these acte of legislation? Mr. Ernest 
Leyd himself admits that the démonetization of 
silver was the sole cause of its decline, 

Mr. Wells’ theory of cost of production is that of 
Adam Smith. To be consistent with it, Adam 
Smith took the ground that no amount of paper- 
money issued side by side with coin, and rédeema- 
bie in it, could depreciate the value of the latter. 
But Horner's report subsequently refuted this 
idea, which is no more accepted. To maintain hw 
consistency, Smith also held to the idea that the 
labor of one man was about equal to that of anoth- 
er. He forgot that coiled up im the brain of an 
Arkwright or a Watt was a force equal to the labor 
of a million of ordinary men. lu a word, Smith 
did not take the giante of the world, with their 
towering intellects and all-consuming passions, in- 
toaccount. But these are really the men in mod- 
ern times who determine the value of products, 
and not the hands of millions of men, whom their 
great powers and passions have made subservient 
tothem. That one little isle, Great Britain, has 
more influence in determining values than all the 
world teside. When Law invented r money, he 
completely destroyed the theory cost of 
production determined the value of money. Is it 
not the height of abeurdity te hold to such a theo- 
ry when the Government gives a George Smith or 
a Nicholas Biddle the power to make ten millions 
of money by merely prin And this money, 
when issued. depreciates coined money there- 
tofore in cireulation. 

Mr. Wells says that we could not work off our 
excess of silver if we remonetized it. As long as 
it prod iced other ucts here. it would work off 
itself and pay itself. When it became too 
cheap, it would be worked off in the arts, or sent 
to India and China for their products. It would 
thus encourage im 
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corporations and individuals.

SILVER AND GOLD THE ONLY CON- 
STITUTIONAL LEGAL-TENDER. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Orrawa, III., July 10.—Among the numerous 
articles in regard to the silver question, and the 
remonetization of silver, which have taken up so 
much space in the papers of late, I see no mention 
of one | ranch of the subject, which, tomy mind. 
is of special importance. 

Is not eilver, ander the Constitution of the 
United States, a legal-tender; and has Congress 
power to demonetize it? Laver that gold and sil- 
ver, and these two metals only, were money, and 
lawfu)-tender, by the common law of England. 
That common law was, in this respect, brought to 
this country by our Ancestors; and by force of it, 
and without the aid of statutes, gold and silver 
became money and lawful-tender. Im a case de- 
exded in 1820, in South Carolina,—WMcClarin vs, 
Nesbitt (Nott & McCord, vol. 2, page 519), the 
Court ay. That, prior to the date of the Consti- 
tation of the United States, except for a certain 
time when paper was made «a tender, the only 
legal-tenders in this State were gold and 
silver, and these were so by virtue of the 
commen law. The same Court says: At com- 
mon law (2 Institutes, 577) only gold and silver 
were a legal-tender. It was under that law that, 
after the act [of Sonth Carolina] forbidding paper, 
gold and silver became such. 

In the reign of Queen Anne (1704), there was a 
Royal proclamation, followed soon by a confirma- 
tory actof Pariiament (1707), fixing the rates at 
which certain specified silver coins should be cur- 
rent in the American Colonies (giving the 
therefor); but thie proc 
the statutes of the Colonies

The French boast of Turgot's definition of money: 
** Gold and silver are constituted, by the nature of 
things, money, and universal money, independ- 
ently of all conventions and all law.” 

Daniel Webster said: Gold and silver are 
money by the law of the world abroad, and by the 
law of the land at home. 

In the case of McClarinvsa. Nesditt, heretofore 
referred to, the Court ay: It was not the in- 
tention of the framers the Constiintion to give 
to Congress the power of making money; they have 
only been intrusted with the power of coining that 
which was money, —gold and ver. 

In ope of the legal-tender cases (12 Wallace), 
Clifford, Judge, says: ‘* Money, in the constita- 
tional sense, means coins of gold and silver.” The 
money authorized by the Constitation is coined 
money, and, as a necessary consequence, must be 
money of actual value, fabricated from the precious 
metals penereily used for that purpose at the time 
when the Constitution was framed. 

In the same legal-tender cases. Field, J., said: 
„The inhibition upon the States to coin money, 
and to make anything bat gold and silver a tender 
in payment of debts, must read in connection 
with the grant of the coinage-power to — ag 
The framers of the Constitution were considering 
the subject of money to be use throughout the 
entire Union, when these provisions were insert- 
ed; and it is plain they intended by them that me- 
tallic coins, fabricated by the National Govern- 
rom abroad byits anthority,

Again, in these seme legal-tender cases, Clifford, 
Sea ee. very etrong doubts are entertained 
whether an act of Congress Is absolutely necessary 
to constitute the gold and silver coins of the United 
States, fabricat 4 stamped as snch by the 

roper Executive officers of the Mint, a legal-ten- 
Ler in payment of debts, con-tituted as such coins 
are by the Constitutton the standard of value. The 
better opinion would seem to be, that they become 
legal-tender for that purpose, if minted of the re- 
quired weight and fineness. "’ 

The Constitution, recognizing the fact that the 
power to make legal-tenders is in the States, im- 
poses On them, and not upon Congress, the pro- 
hibition that nothing but gold and silver shall be 
made a tender, etc. To Congress it gives only the 

wer to coin money, ——— and silver. 

r. Webster, In a speech made in the United 
States Senate, Dec. 21, 1836, says: Most un- 
questionably there is no legal-tender, and there 
can be no legal-tender, in this country, but gold 
and silver, either the colnage of our own Mints, or 
foreign coins at rates regulated b Congress. This 
ia a constitutional principle, pe 8 plain, and 
ef the very highest importance. e States are 
expressly prohibited from making anything but 
gold and silver a tender in payment of debts; 
although no such prohibition is applied to 
gress in express term, yet Congress has no power 
granted to it in this respect but to coin money and 
regulate the value of foreign co The legal- 
tender, therefore, the constitutio sta of 
value, is established, and cannot be overthrown.” 

Further on, in the same argument, 
he eays: ‘‘lam certainly of opinion, then, that 
gold and silver, at rates fixed by Co $8, con- 
stitute the legal standard of values in this country; 
and that neither Congress, nor any State, has an- 
thority to establish any other standard, or to d- 
place this.”

THE SHANLEY MURDER. 
THE POLICE ARE STILL BUSY 


ceeded in making no additional arrests. They are 
keeping mum as to who did the shooting, but a 
German afternoon paper, the Freie Presse, sets ail 
doubts on that point at rest by publishing the 
names of Gannon's compapions in the buggy. Gan- 
non's stories are so mixed up that the opinion is 
gaining ground that he himself is the murderer, 
and not the two others who were with him. 
Other circumstances point in the same direction, 
and should pr Pins true, — is 5 *. 
the police a wild-goose chase. Closer investigation 
has aareléped the fact that the people penidia in 
the vicinity know much more about the affair than 
they care to tell, and, if any arrests are made to- 
day, it ts likely to be those of witnesses in the 
case. The facts are simply damnatory to every 
man, woman, and child in the neighborhood. The 
body. it will de remembered, was not found 
until after 3 o'clock, whereas the shooting occur- 
red at about 12:30. The same rty had been 
around about 10 e’clock, and had fired one shot at 

a dog belonging toa man named Reynolds. They 
went away. and, returning shortly after midnigut. 

were raising so great à commotion that a number 
of the neighbors were aroused. And to their dis- 
credit be it said, nota fewof them saw the shot 
fired, neard the man fall and groan, and gave no 
alarm because they were afraid to! But the exact 
particulars in thie respect can only be obtained by 
the Coroner, who certainly ought to make the in- 
quest as yews pe. as possible. The people are so 
cowardly that they will not tell the truth to a 
policeman or a reporter, and can only be made 80 
to do by — them upon oath, One woman, it 
is said, living close by, saw the entire occurrence, 

and, to save trouble as 4 witness, shut down 
her window and went to bed. Another 
heard one of the trio say Shoot,“ 
saw the man fall. heard him groan, and then heard 
another one of the trio „ He's dropped. 
The police are convinced the shooting was 
witnessed, and are making a minute search for 
such witnesses. 

Way Shanley was shot is a mystery, but the cor- 
rect solution probably is that he was mistaken for 
an officer in citizen's dress. was returning 
from his brother's house, and was attracted by the 
noise the young roughe were making. He was 
— at the time he was shot in the 
shade of a building on the corner owned by Gan- 
non’s family, and in the rear of which they re- 
side. The trio were not in the buggy’ when the 
shot was fred. as Gannon states, but were on the 
crossing, tre buggy standing a short distance off. 
Gannon says it was the man who was driving that 


shot, and this, together with the fact that they 


were not in the bugzy at all, would seem 
to strengthen the suspicion against him. He is 
known to be the person who fired the first shot at 
the deg. and he is known to have been with the 
trio that shot Shanley. Until his accomplices are 
captured, however, all is more conjécture than 
fact. The buggy was yesterday identified by Town- 
send & Gooding, of Wabash avenue, and was sto- 
len from the corner ef Madison street and Fifth 
avenue.

THE MORMONS. 


Springfield, III., Develops a . ht 
Knows Much About the Bloody ry of 


the Saints in Mountain-Meadow Days. 
Special ae > to The Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., y 11.—Capt. John Tobin, 
for some years a resident of California, later of 
St. Louis, and more recently of this city, where 
he now lives, is one of the. principal witnesses re- 
lied upon by District-Attorney Howard, of Salt 
Lake City, with whom he is in communication, to 
prove the personal connection of Brigham Young 
and other Mormon magnates with the massa- 
cre of Gentiles. He is the To- 
in John D. Lee's con- 
one whom’ the Mormons 
planned to assassinate, and whom, having been 
le t by them for dead, was never expected to prove 
a witness against them. His lengthy story, as told 
to-night in an interview with the city editor of the 
State Journal, ts, in substance, that he was with 
a surveying partyin the fall of 1856 at Fort 
Bridger, and was led to be of service to the 
Mormons in bringing tidings of and sending relief 
to a party of Kuropean Mormon immigrants cross- 
ing the plains, who otherwise must have perished 
in the storm. This. service Brigham 
Young, then Territorial Governor. gratefully 
recognized, and appointed Tobin, who had former- 
ly been in the United States-army, an Instructor 
of Territorial m his appointment as such 
was published in the Deseret News. While he was 
so engaged, Tobin says the Indians were friendly, 
although Brigham insisted on the contrary, as a 
reason for organizing the militia. Soon Tobin 
tound the Mormon forces were to be used against 
the Government, and squads of cavalry were em- 
loyed as Avengers. He then resigned. Later 
he undertook to guide a party to California com- 
osed of men who, having been outspoken against 
— regarded themselves as destined for 
assassination by the Mormon Avengers. The 
rty, three besides Tobin, started, and had got as 
arasan Indian Agency, abouv@fifty miles south, 
where they were overtaken by a party of mounted 
Mormons, headed by Brigham Young, Jr.. who, 
while professing continued friendship for Tobin, 
said the latter's companions were enemies of the 
Mormon Church, and would not be allowed to go 
to allifornia to misrepresent Mormogism there. 
He had his orders, be said, and must carry them 
out? The fugitive party claimed the protection of 
the Agency afew days, Young going off. They 
finally continued their journey, and just beyond 
Tilmore, Southern Utah, were overhauled 
by a larger party, under pretense. of 
examination on a petty charge. They were per- 
mitted to resume their journey, but observed that 
& party was continually on their trail. Reaching a 
rocky defile they encamped for the night, and 
towards morning were awakened by a firing upon 
them. © Tobin's companions fell at the first volley, 
and he soon after. The Mormon party did not stop 
to rob them, except taking their horses, but, sup- 
posing them dead, rode 3 Sixty hours after- 
wards they were found by the United States mail- 
wagon and a party en route for San Bernardino, 
Cal. They sarvived the trip. and two, 
Tobin heard, shortly died. He was shot 
through the corner of the richt eye, 
and still carries the bullet juet under the jugular 
vein, the shot ranging down, and again in the 
shoulder.

PETROLEUM. 
Agitation in Olldom Over the Big Strikes 
Transportation Schemes. 
TrrusvitLE, Pa., Ju 7.—Oildom is how feeling 
the great agitation that invariably follows the dis- 
covery and development of ‘* bonanza strikes. 
The immense gush of the oleaginous compound, 


whieh astonished the petroleum world a few weeks 
since, has steadily increased. As the quantity of 


the crude article has accumulated prices have de- 


clined, and at this writing a prime oii can be pur- 
chased at $1 per barrel. This, of course, seemsa 
meagre price for a barrel of s petroleum, but 
the speculating and shrewd operator can make a 
handsome margin by selling his stock at that 
figure, and the present transactions are said to be 
more profitabie than they have been for several 
years past. Old producers tell Tax Trisune cor- 
respondent that there is more cash in the industry 
than ever before in the history of pet pro- 
duction, and the ts improve daily. 

The openin of the Henderson well, No. 5. in 
the Bullion- Run district, which spouted 4, 000 bar- 
rele per day. and the subsequent striking of the 
Big Medicine” and Big Injun” wells, so 
ela some of the despondent operators that a 

rand rush was made for the Armstrong and Cla 

unty regions. So quickly was 3 ap 
and operations commenced, that at this date there 
have been put down between seventy and eighty 
wells,—more than three-fourths of them being 
largely producfive.

In previous years the exportation of crude = 
troleum was — 1 but the exporting business for 
the past six months has exceeded anything yet in 
that line. The total 22 shipped was 94, 585, - 
756 gallons, against 46, 499, 646 lons e 
durifig 1876, or nearly 2. 000. barrels, —over 
double what it was last year. This excelient show - 
ing will give an idea of the extent and profitable 
state of the oil-interest. .

The cost of 
the pipe will reach about 60 cent« per foot; and it 
will be manufactured in such a manner that it can 
be laid very rapidiy, as the piéces will y to 
be screw tegether. The whole com- 

lete, will de somewhere near $5. 000 mile.
